A VERY MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY 


CORONER’S JURY RENDERED A 


VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


and Bert Murry, a Boarder, Were 
Indicted and Are Being Tried 
For Murder. 


From a Post-Disvatch Staff Correspondent. 

CARROLLTON, Ill, May 7.—With her 
month-old baby cooing in her arms, Mrs. 
Sallie B. Admire sat today in the Green 
County Circuit Courtroom at Carrollton, 
Ill., and watched the selection of the jury 
that will try her for the murder of her 
husband, James A. Admire. She faces the 
crowd as calmly as she used to sit in her 
pew, an honored member of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Carroliton. 

Bert Murry, a boarder at the 
house at the time of the tragedy, 
jointly indicted with Mrs. Admire, 
the woman's side. 

He is nervous, small, 
23 years old. She is 
and 39. 

The mysterious tragedy that has led to 
the present trial occurred Sept. 28, 1900. 
That day James A. Admire of Carrollton 
was found lying in the alley at the rear 
of his home, shot through the temple. A 
discharged pistol was ‘lying on the ground, 
touching his left thumb and forefinger. 
Coroner Squire summoned a jury, and the 
six men considered the circumstances. The 
condition of the body indicated that Admire 
had been dead one anda half or two hours.

A FIERY DEATH 


Uhlmansiek Girls Follewed 
Their Brother, 


THEIR HOME WAS IN FLAMES 


FATHER HURLED FURNITURE TO 
AWAKEN HIS CHILDREN. 


With Stairway Gone and Death. Near, 
Frederick, Annie and Augusta 
Jump From a Window 
and ‘Escape. 


Frederick UhIlmansiek and his two sisters, 
Annie and Augusta, jumped 20 feet Monday 
night to escape death by fire. 

Their home at 2326 Pope avenue, near 


Bellefontaine Cemetery, was discovered to 
be in flames at 10 o'clock Monday night. The 
children were fast asleep. Stones hurled 
through the windows at first failed to 
arouse them. 

Awakened at last, the stairway gone, with 
but one chance for life, they leaped through 
the fire and smoke and ‘alighted n the brick 
courtyard below. 

UhImansiek was not injured, but his sis- 
ters were so severely shocked by the fall 
that they are confined to beds in the homes 
of neighbors. 

Mrs. Uhlmansiek’'is also in bed, suffering 
from nervous protration, which developed 
from the fear that her children would be 
cremated. 

The Uhimansiek home was almost com- 
pletely wrecked. It was a pretty, two-story 
prams cottage, surrounded by a well-kept 
awn. 

Mr. UhImansiek and all the members of 
his family had retired an hour before the 
fire was discovered. 

Mrs. Uhlimansiek was aroused from a 
deep slumber by the odor of smoke. She 
aroused her husband, who opened the door 
leading onto a side porch to investigate. 

The yard was brilliantly lighted and he 
ran to the rear of the house to ascertain 
the cause. 

He saw that the entire rear portion of 
his home was in flames and that they were 
spreading rapidly. 

\ The fury of the fire was concentrated on 
Xhe roof directly over the sleeping apart- 
ments of his children, but they were not 
gware of the danger that encircled them.

On Sunday the Post-Dispatch published a group of contri- 
butions from city, officials and citizens, who have given 
thought to the city’s conditions, on the great question con- 
fronting us—what must be done to make new St. Louis? 

Mayor Wells urged the fostering of public spirit and civic 
pride as the necessary foundations of municipal improvement. 
For immediate relief of the intolerable conditions prevailing 
in St. Louis and tu make a start toward better conditions, the 
mayor urged the adoption of the charter amendments. 

Robert E. McMath, late president of the Board of Public 
Improvements, and Hiram E. Philips, the present incumbent, 
discussed the improvements needed and the methods. Mr. 
McMath’'s enumeration of the improvements immediately necd- 
ed includes the completion of the City Hall, a new City Hos- 
pital, a model sewer system, the construction of streets and 
boulevards, clean streets and alleys, courthouse repairs, the 
repairing or rebuilding of the Four Courts and abolition of

The products of the earth and 
of man’s inventive genius and skill deeply concern men: They 
@re the fruits of life and civilization. 

But no exposition has yet made man himself—living types 
of all the races, their houses, customs, dress and modes of 
life—the conspicuous feature of its exhibits. In Chicago the 
villages of peoples strange to the civilized world were inter- 
esting, but incomplete, and were treated as the incidental 
side shows.o” tha Midway. So with other expositions. 

St. Louig night attempt with profit the illustration of man- 
kind as he is and as he lives and works the world over, not 

‘gas an incidental feature, but as a comprehensive and complete 
whole, bringing together within the boundaries of the World's 
Fair a panoramic picture of the human races in the nineteenth 
century. 

' “The proper study of mankind is man.” Man is the most 
interesting study of mankind. Men travel around the world 
to see how other men live. If the World's Fair presented 
the world in miniature—the men and women of the world and 
their ways, by the side of the resources and products of the 
worlé—a notable and novel exposition would be achieved. It 
would appeal to men and women everywhere. 

The exposition of mankind would be appropriate to an ex- 
position commemorating the expansion of the United States 
and the «reat extension of human freedom and civilization. 

In developing the scheme of the exposition the managers 
may find a plan of securing a comprehensive mankind exhibit 
which would vastly increase the value, attractiveness and 
popularity of the World's Fair. The human interest is the 
great interest. 
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If the World's Fair managers cannot have the pick of all 
the available parks, north, south and west, the free park site 
ill will not be of much value. It will limit the choice of 
sites. 
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BABY SHOW POSSIBILITIES. 


We are to have the annual Baby Show, under the auspices 
of the Humane Society, this month, from the 22d to the 25th. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that Paris, France, 
is holding a baby show on a big scale, which is called the 
Exposition de L’Enfance, and is the most popular thing with 
old and young at the moment. 

This is not only a baby show; it is intended to exhibit every- 
thing of interest to children or lovers of children. One of its 
chief branches is a picture gallery of peintings of children by 
Great artists. It is said that Paris is wildly enthusiastic over 
the show. 

Here is a suggestion for our baby show promoters. Ameri- 
Cans are as fond of children and al! that pertains to them as 
are French men and French women. We are not as anxious 
‘about our children as future population. We take them asa 
matter of course, as sensibie people should. 

But what a splendid exhibit we could make of American 
children and child life generally, from the cradle to the gradu- 
ating desk. Such a show would doubtless betome one of the 
most popular spring features. We ought easily to outdo Pa- 
ris in an exposition of this kind.

James L. Blair, counsel for 
the World's Fair, urges betterment on three lines—physical, 
political and community. St. Louisans should ‘‘get together” 
and cultivate public spirit. 

Among other contributors to the question of practical bet- 
terments were Corwin H. Spencer, Thomas S. McPheeters, 
Councilman FPodges, L. D. Kingsland, president of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association; C. C. Crone, president of the North 
End Citizens’ Association, and Adolph Wittman, president of 
the South Broadway Merchants’ Association. 

On the question of the best plans for beautifying the city 
William Trelease, director of the Missouri Botanical Garden: 
Halsey C. Ives, director of the Museum of Fine Arts. and 
Architect Thomas C. Young contributed valuable suggestions. 

It was an interesting and instructive symposium which will] 
repay careful consideration by municipal officials and citizens. 
St. Louis must rise to the emergency created by the World's 
Fair. The city must meet its new opportunities and respon- 
sibilities. How to do it is the concern of every St. Louisan. 
The best thought and energies of the community must be de- 
voted to the task. 
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The suggestion by Miss Mary FE. Perry of the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections that a permanent building be 
erected by club women who participate in the World's Fair 
to be afterwards converted into “a Hal! of Philanthropy, is 
practical and eapedient.

The building will cost 
not more than $5,000. The women of the Louisiana*purchase 
States could hardly find a better way to expend the money.
